MINISTRY OF DEFENCE 

S.R.O. 268, dated 3lst July 1051.— In exercise of the powers conferred by sub- 
section (1) of section 4 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), the Central 
Government after consulting the Government of the State of Uttar Pradesh and 
the Banatas Cantonment Board, declares its intention to exclude from the limits 
of the Cantonment of Banaras the Goods Shed Bazar and certain local areas 
adjacent (thereto, specified in the Schedule annexed hereto. 

Any objection to the proposal which any inhabitant of the Cantonment of 
Banaras may, within six weeks from the date of publication of this notification, 
submit in writing to the Central Government through the General Officer Com- 
mandmg-dn-Chief, Eastern Command, will he taken into consideration. 

SCHEDULE 

Description of the areas to be excluded from the limits of the Cantonment of 
Banaras : — 

(a) Goods Shed Bazar, Banaras Cantt- as per schedule, Annexure 1 (b) 
Bungalow comprising Survey No. 312/1, area 1 acre, as per schedule, Annexure 
II (c) Part of the Road Survey No. 278. MES Road-Area and octroi barrier near 
Lahartard Survey No. 277 — area 875 sq. ft. Class *C’ as per schedule, Annexure III,

S.R.O. 269. dated 30tli July 1957. — The following bye-laws made by the Canton- 
ment Board, Allahabad, for the regulation and control of loud speakers in the 
Allahabad Cantonment, in exercise of the powers conferred by clauses (28), (33) 
and (39) of section 282 and section 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), 
are hereby published tor general information, the same having been previously 
published and having been approved and confirmed by the Central Government, 
as required by sub-section (1) of section 284 of the said Act, namely: — 

BYE-LAWS FOE THE REGULATION AND CONTROL OF LOUD SPEAKERS 
WITHIN THE LIMITS OF ALLAHABAD CANTONMENT 

1. Except with the permission of the Cantonment Executive Officer and on such 
conditions as may be imposed under these bye-laws, no person shall make use 
of any loud speaker or other electrically, or mechanically operated means of ampli- 
fying sound, whether stationary or fitted to any motor lorries or other moving 
vehicle, within the limits of' the Allahabad Cantonment: 

Provided that no such permission shall be necessary for the use of any loud 
speaker for any purpose which in the opinion of the Executive Officer is official. 

2. An application for obtaining permission shall be submitted to the Executive 
Officer who may, with due regard to public safety and convenience in his discretion 
refuse or grant permission and while granting such permission he may impose 
any reasonable conditions in respect of the use of the apparatus- The Board may 
from time to time issue instructions for the guidance of the Executive Officer in 
regard to this matter. 

3. Any permission given or condition imposed under these bye-laws may be 
withdrawn or varied by the Executive Officer where such withdrawal or variation 
appears to him to be necessary in the interest of the public. 

4. Any person aggrieved by an order of the Executive Officer made under 
these bye-laws may appeal to the Cantonment Board within 10 days from the date 
of communication of such order to him. 

5. Any contravention of the provisions of these bye-laws shall be punishable 
with fine whirh may extend to rupees one hundred and in the case of a continuing 
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contravention, with an additional fine which may extend to five rupees for every 
dajy during which such contravention continues after conviction for the first such 
contravention.

Board or of the Government or to which the party applying is not entitled to 
nor shall copies of or extracts from any such correspondence or documents be 

supphed. granted of a record, map or p’an which has been printed 

or lithographed and published under the authority of the Government of India 
and is for sale to the general public. 

5 No extract from a document shall be given which when read apart from 
the whole is capable of misrepresenting the purport, sense or any final order 
passed by the Board or any officer.

(ix) For supply of nerrick rates — four annas. 

(x) Ffir preparing 2 site plans required for affixing to temporary licences 

issued under the Cantonment Land Administration Rules 1937 — Rupee 
one: 

Provided that the District Sailors’. Soldiers’ and Airmen’s Board shall not be 
charged fee4 for obtaining extracts from Cantonment Birth and Deafih Registers 
maintained by the Cantonment Board when such entries are required for official 
purposes: 

Provided further that no certified copy of any such document or record or 
any extract therefrom shall be Issued to any person except on such paper as Is 
prepaid with the amount of duty ■"harceable under article 24 of Schedule I to 
the Stamp Act 1877 (Jammu and Kashmir Act No. XL of 1877.) 

Note. — (1) When an application is made for urgent copies, an additional charge 
of rupee onb shall he made if the copies are supplied within three days from 
the receipt of the application.
